2. The inventions are distinct, each fi-om the other because: the inventions of Groups I-IH 
held/seen to be mutually independent and distinct, none of these respectively inventions requiring 
the particular of the others, as follows: (a) the Group I invention (pF»4«6t) defines a single layer 
•ftrttele^ which would clearly not be formed/made by the lamination processes of Groups II and HI, 
which result/in the formation of multi layer articles/laminates; and (b) the Groll^1lOnetSr~ 
constitutes a SOLVENT bonding process, while the Group HI invention (method) constitutes a 
FUSION bonding process. 

3 Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as, shown by their different classification, and since the fields of search 
are not coextensive, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
